Hr.  Hayor  and  Gentlenen, 

It  is  custonary  for  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Departnent's 
work  to  he  issued  in  the  aut\mn  following  the  year  covered  hy  the  Report. 
This  is  because  statistical  infornation  normally  included  in  the  Report 
is  not  available  until  the  middle  of  the  year.  This  year,  because  the 
DepartD.ent  will  go  out  of  existence  on  the  31st  March  1974  due  to  local 
government  reorganisation,  the  Report  is  being  presented  earlier. 

It  is  therefore  not  as.  statistically  comprehensive  as  usual,  but  it  is 
felt  that  the  last  full  year  of  the  Department’s  activities  should  not 
be  allowed  to  pass  unrecorded. 

The  Report  for  1973  narks  the  end  of  a chapter  of  environmental 
health  activity  in  Farmrorth.  Sadly,  it  cannot  be  presented  by 
Dr.  Ellis  Taylor,  the  Borough’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  past 
ten  years,  who  died  suddenly  on  the  25th  January  1974,  a fexir  days 
before  he  iras  to  write  this  introduction,  and  shortly  before  ho  was  due 
to  retire.  Tfe  mourn  the  passing  of  an  understanding  and  enthusiastic 
counsellor  and  colleague. 

This  is  the  fifteenth  /mnual  Report  with  which  I have  been 
associated.  Looking  back  over  those  years  one  sees  evidence  of 
environmental  health  improvements  which  have  taken  place  in  the  toxm: 
the  slum  housing  problem  which  has  been  substantially  reduced  by 
clearance;  the  modernisation  of  m.any  sub-standard  houses;  significant 
reductions  in  air  pollution;  higher  standards  of_food  hygiene  in  shops 
and  markets;  and  better  working  conditions  in  offices,  shops  and  - 
factories.  These  and  many  other  positive  achievements  toxrards  making 
Famworth  a healthier  and  cleaner  town  would  not  have  been  possible  but 
for  the  encouragement,  support  and  co-operation  of  the  Council, 
its  Comm.ittees,  and  the  staffs  of  other  Departments.

FOOD 


The  nunbor  of  food  pronisos  of  various  t3TDos  in  tho  Borough  arc 
listed  in  Table  5.  In  addition  to  those  there  are  several  narkot  stalls 
from  vfhich  food  is  sold. 

During  tho  year  1,329  visits  to  food  pronisos  were  recorded,  an 
increase  of  173  over  1972.  Of  those  visits,  138  wore  for  tho  purpose 
of  inspecting  food  as  to  its  fitness  for  consunption;  tho  anount  fovind 
to  bo  unfit  was  as  follox/s;

Thcro  was 
no  need  during  the  year  for  the  Inspectors  to  invoke  their 
statutory  powers  to  soizo  any  xmfit  food. 

In  1973  the  Dopartnont  received  24  conp^aints  from  nenbors  of  the 
public  in  rospoct  of  the  content  or  quality  of  food  purchased  in  tho 
Borough.  All  tho  conplaints  xrcro  investigated,  appropriate  oases  being 
referred  to  the  officers  of  Lancashire  County  Coxmcil,  xdiich  is  the 
responsible  authority  for  onforconont  of  tho  provisions  of  tho  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  regarding  nature,  substance,  quality,  and  labelling  of  food.

Evciy  house  in  tho  Borough  has  a piped  supply  of  nains  water 
supplied  by  Bolton  Corporation  IJatom/orks  Dopartnent.  Tho  xTator  is 
derived  from  upland  gathering  grounds  and  is  filtered  and  treated 
before  going  into  supply. 

Sanplcs  of  both  raw  and  treated  water  wore  talccn  regularly  during 
tho  year  by  the  Ifatenrorks  Dopartnent  and  subjected  to  bacteriological 
and  chenical  analysis.  Special  examinations  and  analyses  \roro  nado  as 
circiJiistancos  required.  Additionally,  97  sanplos  of  nains  vrator  were 
taken  during  tho  year  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination. 


PUBLIC  BATHS 


There  were  87,361  admissions  to  tho  swimming  pool  in  1973,  and 
10,0A3  people  lisod  the  slipper  baths.  Those  figures  are  very  similar 
to  those  for  1972. 

In  addition  to  routine  daily  testing  of  the  swimming  pool  xrator 
by  tho  Baths  staff,  tho  Public  Health  Inspectors  took  93  samples  of 
tho  v/ator  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination,  9 sanplos 
showed  high  bacteria  counts,  probably  due  to  inadequacy  of  the 
filtration  plant  when  tho  pool  x-ms  crowded.  All  other  sanplos  gave 
generally  satisfactory  results. 


DFu'.H'IAGE 


All  new  drainage  schemes  arc  supervised  by  the  Corporation's 
Building  Inspectors.  Alterations  and  repairs  to  existing  drainage  are 
supervised  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Uhero  practicable,  all 
novr  drainage  work  is  subjected  to  smoke  or  \7ator  tost  before  approval. 

During  tho  year  438  visits  vroro  recorded  by  Health  Department 
staff  in  connection  with  drainage  works.

Virtually  all  proniscs  in  the  Borou{jh  arc  connoctod  to  the  public 
sev/cracG  systen.  Many  of  the  main  sewers  have  been  reconstructed  in 
recent  years. 

SewacG  disposal  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Bolton  and  District 
Joint  Sewerage  Board.  The  town’s  sewage  is  piped  to  the  Board’s  x;orks 
at  Ringley  vdiere  it  is  treated  before  being  discharged  into  the 
River  Irx>rcll. 


S;JTIT,^JIY  ICCOIIMODATION 


All  sanitary  acconiriodation  in  the  Borough  is  on  the  fresh  water 
systen.  There  are  no  waste  water  closets  or  pail  closets. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  /JTP  DI,SP0S/X 


The  Corporation’s  Cleansing  Services  are  controlled  by  the  Borcugh 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Weekly  collections  of  doncstic  refuse  xfcre  naintained  througheut 
Dost  of  the  year,  and  trade  refuse  frou  connercial  ajid  industrial 
prenises  xras  collected  as  often  as  necessary. 

Special  collections  of  discarded  household  itons,  too  bull<y  to  go 
into  dustbins,  continued  during  the  year.  This  service,  x;hich  is 
undertaken  free  cf  charge,  discourages  the  dumping  cf  old  bods,  prans, 
furniture,  etc.,  on  X'/aste  ground  - a problem  xjhich  has  bccone  prevalent 
in  recent  years. 

About  11,200  dustbins  xfcrc  emptied  each  week,  and  sono  7,600  tons 
of  refuse  xrere  collected  during  the  year.  All  Farnworth’s  refuse  is 
disposed  of  at  Bolton  Corporation’s  Refuse  Disposal  Works,  mainly  by 
incineration.

^mattended  conveniences  in  other  parts  of  the  tovm. 


RODENT  lUD  PEST  CONTROL 


This  work  engaged  the  full-tirie  services  of  the  Dopartnent's 
Rodent  Operative  throughout  the  year.  In  all  5^r8  requests  for  treatnent 
against  rodents  and  pests  xrore  received  and  dealt  xfith  during  1973. 

R wide  range  of  pests  x^as  encountered,  including  rats,  nice,  rabbits, 
fleas,  bugs,  wasps,  bees,  silverfish,  beetles,  cockroaches,  crickets  and 
flies.  A now  van  for  the  Operative’s  use  was  purchased  in  March, 
replacing  the  e:cisting  eight-year  old  vehicle.

1951.  All  the  prenises  were  visited  during  the  year  and  found 
satisfactory. 


OFFICES  ;JID  SHOPS 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  22d  prenises  on  the  register 
required  to  he  kept  \mder  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Prenises 
Act,  1963.  Table  9 gives  details  of  the  type  of  prenises  registered, 
and  Table  10  shoves  the  nimbers  of  persons  enployed  - a total  of  1,379. 

Health  Department  staff  recorded  117  visits  to  registered  premises 
in  1973,  62  of  which  were  general  inspections.  Table  11  gives  details 
of  contraventions  found. 

The  Act  requires  occupiers  of  registered  p)renises  to  notify  the 
occurrence  of  accidents  causing  injury  to  their  employees.  In  1973 
only  one  minor  accident  was  reported.
